Lit, or a mbiarluir of Hit, ctiauu urdfred,

The Evenino Woiild'h pursistoiit agitation
in favor of tho Children's Commitment bill,
now beforo tho Legislature of tho St'itc, lim-itin- g

tho nuthority of ahylums nntl Hiuiilar

chantablo corporatiom over children com-mitto- d

to their charge, is tho rnsult of its
own experienco iu tho now famous Josio
Hhcphard caso.

In that caso, as all tho readers of The
Eviwino Wu111.11 will recollect, tho llttlo boy,
who had beon cominittul by n 1'olico .lustico
to tho Now York Juvenilo Asylum, without
tho knowledge of his grauduiothor and rela-

tives, was sout out to tlio far West, to bo

bound out till bo licrnmo of ngo, against thoir
wishes and without any notice being received
by them of tho intention of tho Asylum au-

thorities.
Although llio was finally rtturnod, it was

only duo to tho untiring eflmtK on tlio
part of Tub IWlnino W0111.11 and tho
strong pressure of public opinion which
was urought to boar upon tlio Asylum
authorities liy th incontosialilii ovidauoo of
tho nhiuiioful injustice which hud been
doiio in tho case.

A logal remedy uas first Bought, but iu this
direction nothing could bo accomplished, foi
The Evinimi Would was confronted with 1111

obstacle thut could not bo surmounted, in tho
shape of spccinl laws which gave tlio officers
of tlio Asylum absolute and uiuiuistioncil
control over children committed to its cliurgo
for rHatrvor causo, even us against thoir own
parents.

Not oven tho highest Court of tho Ktnto had
any power to interfere with tho nets of such
11 corporation, or even to roview thoin to soo
if any iujustico hud bi 011 done ; so that tlio
trustees of tho Juvenile Asylum worn under
no legal obligation to rocousidcr their action
in tho losio Hhophard caso, 111 which all of
tho most unjust and outrageous features of
tho present law woro fully brought out.

Tho attention of the editor of The Kvex-in- o

Would was culled to tho caso by tho fol-
lowing letter, which was leceivod oarly in
Juno last:

tho case it was found that every statement
mado bv Mrs. Hliephard vmis true. Thore had
nevor been any intention on the part ot the
bov'B lelutive, when ho was placed iu the
Nursery nnd Child's Hospital on .Stolen
1 si ml 111 tho Summer of IHSii, Unit ho should
remain theio for any length of time.

His niothei was dead and old Mrs. Shop-har-

having been obliged to break up hor
housekeeping hero on account of deaths iu
the familv, placed tho child. then very voung,
in tlio State" Island institution while she
went for a time to Hoclioster to see her oldcbt
sou.

While sho was thoro tho child's father diod
in tho city, mid serious illness pi eventing
Mrs. Shephard lrom coming to Now urk,she
sent her son, John Shophurd, down to attend
to tho funeral and to tuko the child away
from the hospital and bring him home.

'the hitter object ho could not accomplish,
for ho was told that tho child, which had
mean while been reguhiily visited, could not
bo discharged without two weeks' notice,
and being n man whoso family woro depend- - '

eiit upon his daily w ages for btipport. ho was
obligid to roturii homo without tho hoy, ex..
pectingthatMrs.Shephiird hcrbclf would soon
bo aide to go to New York mid get him.

This was in robruiirj, but it was not until
tho following May that Mrs, Shophard was
able I o leave Itochcsttr. She went directly
toHtatou lhlaud, mid was nmiucil to Hud thut
her grandson hud been turned over to the
Sociity for tho Prevention of Cruelty to
Children. Finally, after grout trouble, she
found him 111 tho .Imcullc Asylum, to which
ho had been committed upon; representa-
tions bv tho 8. 1'. C. C. thut ho had bcou
abandoned by his relatives.

Sho was comforted in her' distress, how-ove- r,

by being allowed to see .losin inieo a
mouth, ami being given to understand that
she could have him again at tho end of n ear.
She never lost an opportunity of visiting him,
and her grief at learning that hu hud been
mi1 uway wlitro she would in all probability
never bee him again, just us sho was begin-
ning to make preparations to haul him under
her euro onco more, nmv bo imagined.

The authorities of tho Asylum refused to
listen to her story, saying thut sho hud aban-
doned the child 1111 1 alleging thut she hud
nevor visited it. whtroas tho visiting bonk
w hen examined short id thut she had been
thereon every visiting day during tho veur.
Nor had sho received any notice of tlio child's
removal, as tho rules of tho Asylum pre.
scribe.

It was not uutil The Evenino Would hi.
vcstlguted the case that the fuel of tho abso.
lute authority of tho Asylum ovor its wards
was discovered, and it was seen that thoro
hud been no intention to restore tho child to
its friends. Information regarding tho iasowas refused to The Evenino Would bv tho
Suporiuttudont of tho Asylum. The man.
agors could oven carry their authority to this
point under tho existing laws.

When the matter was brought beforo tlio
Hoard of Trustees by The Evenixo Would,
whilo many of tlio members acknowledged
that a great iujustico had apparently been
tlono in the cose, tho majority, knowing they
had the Irw to protect them, would not nt
first yield a point.

Although this and othor obstacles wero
thrown in tho way of The Evening Would in
its determination to get justice duuo in tho
matter, in spite of adverse laws, the paper did

not relax its offorts in the slightest, but pro-
cured from Hocheiter such a mass of tetl-tnon- y

as lo thn good character and responsi-
bility of John Shephard, the uncle of the boy.
who redded there that tho Hoard wai com-
pelled to take more notice of tho inutUr. pud
Dually consented, though with much reluc-
tance, to return tho bov to bis relatives.

'1 hoy decided to do this on Sept. 17, 1888,
just throe months after The Evxnino World
hud first interested itself in tho mattor. In
the course of this long agitation, where thero
was not tho slightest doubt thut a gross
injustice had bcou done, and all tho tyranny
of tho present law wan disclosed.

It was shown that tho ollleers of such Insti-
tutions possiBS n power that is simply abso-Int- o

and beyond tho control of nny authority
iu tho Statu except tho l.egislaturo, and that
thov are at liberty to violate their own rules
unci regulations with impunity, for no proof
was over given that notice of tho child's

was scut to tho rolativcs in tho Josio
Shephard caso.

It Is evidently impossible for n newspaper
to take up ovory ruse of injustice of this
kind widen may arise, otcn though it may
havo knowledge of it. The diflicultios ex-

perienced by The IWlnimi Would in tho
Josio Shephard caso show this conclusively
enough.

Tho application of parents or guardians to
tho courts to have children in tlio custody of
thoso soiieties produced tipou writsof habeas
corpus, in order to obtain tbctr discharge,
are freiiient enough to show how much of
this sort of thing is goui" on all the timo.aud
tho invariable decision of tho courts that they
havo no right to interfere, provldod tho com-
mitment is regular, is ovidouro of tho futil-
ity of all such efforts and tho usolessnoss of
attempting to havo these cosos argued upon
their merits.

Tho only remedy for tho evil is tho amend-
ment of tho prosent law regarding tho

of children to such institutions, us
proposed by The Evlnimi Would.

The Evenino Would has important inter-
views with Judgos llarntt, I.awrouco and
others favoring such an amendment, which
will bo published 111 due timo.
